2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The declaration filed 
by Applicants under Rule 132 is persuasive to overcome the 103 and obviousness double 
patenting issues. Applicants contend in the Declaration that the claimed invention is an 
unexpected results because the prior art does not teaches or suggests that only use of the 
particular three co-stimulators, B7, ICAM-1 and IFA-3 in combination can produce such 
dramatic addictive co-stimulatory effect. Especially, Dr. Schlom points out that the sum of 
activity of each molecule is far exceeded by the combination.
